BONA FIDE HOURS. 


TRAVELLERS DISAPPOINTED 
AT HOWTH. 


Last Sunday evening's bona fide travellers 
to Howth got an unpleasant surprise when 
they found all the publichouses closed two 
hours before the usual time. 

The explanation was that it was the first 
Sunday after the end of '' Summer tine,” 
and, according to the terms of the Intoxicat- 
ing Liquor Act, 1927, it is illegal to sell 
drink to anyone during the winter after 7 
p.m. on Sundays. Throughout the official 
summer the Sunday opening hours for 
bona fide travellers are from 1 to 8, and for 
the rest of the year from 1 to 7. By 
special exemption in Howth and some other 
places the summer hours are 2 to 9, but there 
is no exemption for the winter period. 

On Sunday last an exceptionally large num 
ber of visitors went to Howth by the train, 
arriving at 6.53 p.m. . They had forgotten 
all about the change in the hours—if they 
had ever known of it—and their expressions 
of disappointment were unmistakabie. 


ACCIDENT. 


FATAL GUN 


FOWLER'S DEATH IN A THICKET. 


‘ A shooting accident occurred early yester- 
day morning at Stoney Island, three miles 
from Portumna, in which a young man, Peter 
J. Cox, lost his life. Accompanied by 
another man, with two guns and a game dog, 
he entered the farm. When some distance 
from the public ‘road the dog ran_towards 
some long grass and brushwood. Mr. Cox 
left his companion, and followed the dog 
into the thicket. 

After a time his companion heard two 
shots, and going towards the thicket heard 
moans. Getting over a broken wall he was 
horrified to see Mer. Cox lying wounded. The 
Rev. Father Toohey and Sergeant Ferguson 
were soon on the scene. Mr. Cox was on his 
side, and the gun, which was broken’ in two, 
had the barrels pointed towards him.

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ENNISKILLEN BOOT MERCHANT 
FINED. 


At Enniskillen Petty Sessions yesterday 
Patrick Flanagan, boot merchant and boot

As a matter of fact, the 
answer of the Government’ to any . pro- 
posed hasty action will be found in the 
announcement which appears in the last 
issue of the Belfast Gazette, stating that 
an officer of the Ministry of Commerce has 
been instructed’ to hold a public inquiry 
into “ the present times and methods of 
eel-fishing in Northern Ireland.” This, of 
course, does not deal with the grievances 
of the fishermen on Lough Neagh as to 
their rights to free fishing, but, until the 
Inspector’s report is completed and -re- 
ceived, there is little likelihood of any 
remedial measures being undertaken. 


| PUBLIC SCANDALS. 


The..recent sensational revelations re- 
garding neglected burial grounds in Ulster 
have aroused a great deal of public in- 
dignation. It will be recalled that an in- 
fluential deputation, representing the 
Churches and various learned bodies, 
waited upon the Ministry of Home Affairs 
and pointed out that family vaults at 
Templemoyle and Layde had been broken 
into by people in search of loot, while 
gruesome. details were given regarding 
other acts of desecration. Since then an 
attempt has been made to minimise the 
gravity of the charges made, with the 
result that Mr. H. C. Lawlor, secretary 
of the deputation, has again come forward 
and given further proof of his assertions. 
He states that the two cases cited are only 
glaring examples of public ‘scandals, of 
which many more ,could be brought for- 
ward. Mr. Lawlor also gives instances of 
the desolate and uncared for condition of 
many old churchyards, and declares 
that caretakers are paid miserable 
salaries, ranging from £1 to £3 per 
annum, to look after these places, but in. 
many instances no attention whatever is 
On 
investigation, it transpired that one care- 
taker had long been resident in England, 
his salary being forwarded to him. It 
seems strange that in a place like 
Northern Ireland, with its high traditions 
for religious observances, such a deplor- 
able state of affairs should be permitted 
to exist, and not a moment should be lost 
in rectifying so grave a scandal. It is 
gratifying to know that the heads 
of the Churches have moved in the matter, 
but the Ministry of Home Affairs is not 
nearly so much to blame as the local 
authorities most intimately concerned. 
Already the Ballymena Rural District 
Council has taken action, and at its meet- 
ing last Saturday it decided to fence 
the Templemoyle burying ground, and to 
repair holes in the vaults to prevent the

The organ 
could only have been a small one, and it 
is doubtful whether proper acoustical] re- 
sults could have been secured. Only that 
particular organ could have been heard. 


ORGAN RECORDS. 

Now, however, it is possible for records 
to be made ot performances on any noted 
organ in its own home. To cathedral, 
hall or cinema—wherever there is an 
organ that it is desired to “place on re- 
cord '—a lorry containing a mobile re- 
cording apparatus is run. From the lorry 
an electric cable is laid to a microphone 
within the building. The microphone is 
similar in all essentials to the instrument 
used in a broadcasting studio. It collects 
and passes to the record-making apparatus 
the sounds of the organ. 

Similarly, the microphone, duly con- 
nected by land line with recording 
apparatus, mobile or studio-housed, can 
be placed in any concert hall or theatre 
for the recording of choral, orchestra] or 
operatic performances, and thus in this 
way records are obtained of performances 
given in their proper acoustical setting.

The New Provost. 


The Provostship of Trinity College, 
Dublin, is in the gift of the Crown, and 
the Crown is now represented in the Free 
State by the Governor-General, acting on 
the advice of the Executive Council. We 
believe that, when the change came in 
1922, the College could have brought the 
Provostship within its own gilt, but, 
realising that here was a case of “ trust 
me not at-all or all in all,” it was con- 
tent to put the great office in the disposal 
of the Free State Government. Its faith 
has been justified by the Government's 
choice of a Provost to succeed that dis- 
tinguished scholar and Churchman, the 
late Dr. J. H. Bernard; and we offer our 
heartiest congratulations to Mr. Healy 
and to the Executive Council. Nobody 
had supposed that they would make an 
improper choice ; ‘in fact, they have made 
a choice which is not: merely proper, but 
brilliant. Mr. Edward John Gwynn comes 
of a family whose achievements in the 
schools and in the playing fields aro a 
large part of the tradition of Trinity 
College, Dublin. He was bred in an 
atmosphere of devotion to the place and 
to its interests. He is a fine classical 
scholar and has won a European fame in 
Celtic studies. We regard such accom- 
pli<tPment as needful in any worthy 
g seesor to Salmon, Mahaffy and 
sernard ; but other qualities are required 
—especially at this time—from a Provost 
of Trinity College, and Mr. Gwynn 
possesses them. He has great administra- 
tive gifts, personal dignity and a character 
which commands respect. He is keenly 
conscious of Dublin University’s place in 
the country’s life; his view of public 
affairs is courageous, generous and clear. 
The news of his appointment will bring 
joy to Trinity College’s sons wherever, 
throughout the world, they drag at each 
remove a lengthening chain. It will 
gratify the Church of Ireland, and 
educited Irishmen of all creeds and 
parties will welcome it. Furthermore, it 
marks a step towards the goal of 
national unity. Nothing that President 
Cosgrave’s Government has done during 
the last five years will have been more 
effective than this appointment in recon- 
ciling the old minority te the new dis- 
pensation. 

Mr. Gwynn cannot fail to be a notable 
Provost. If he takes occasion by the 
hand—and no man is better equipped for 
the adventure—he may be an illustrious 
Provost. The years of Dr. Bernard's 
Provostship were years of conservation ; 
hit firm and vigilant control kept Trinity 
College intact through a period of danger 
and turmoil. To-day, intact, it stands at 
thé gateway of a new Ireland. It is not 
métely a part—it is a vitally important

Marriage and Emigration.

These words are taken from the Pastoral 
Letter of the Roman Catholic Hierarchy 
which was read in the churches on 
Sunday. Early marriages, the Letter 
says, ought to be encouraged; yet 
there was a time when early marriages 
were too common. In the years imme- 
diately preceding the great famine of 
1847-1848 the custom of early marriage 
was practised. in such extreme fashion 
that there was little to choose between 
the child wives of India and the girls of 
the Trish countryside. To this fact some 
historians attribute the heavy incidence of 
distress in the famine days. To-day rural 
Ireland has run to the opposite extreme. 
Not merely early marriages, but marriages 
at any age, are becoming uncommon in 
many a depopulated parish. Some time 
ago a correspondent described in our 
columns a large island in the West which 
supports a considerable population, and 
yet has not one child or one child-bearing 
family in all its houses. Examples 
almost as remarkable as this must be 
familiar to all who travel much in the 
Irish counties; and the joylessness and 
lovelessness that have fallen so strangely 
upon a land which now is owned as well 
as ruled by its inhabitants forebode 
nothing less than the death of the nation. 
Beside this gloomy prospect it hardly is 
necessary to set the lack of steadiness of 
character, the craving for wasteful excite- 
ments and similar social evils which beset 
a people that neglects home life. Early 
marriages, where entered into with 
sobriety and circumspection, breed 
industry, frugality and quiet joy, as well 
as children for the replenishment of the 
race. No more pious and no more 
patriotic work could be undertaken to-day 
than the inducement of young men and 
women to settle down to the cultivation 
of happiness. | 

Every traveller in the countryside this 
year has brought home stories of an emigra- 
tion that has swelled to such a volume as 
to resemble a headlong flight of the race. 
The latest statistics available show that 
during the first five months. of, this year 
emigration swelled to something like 20 
per cent. more than the figures for the 
same period last year, when the flight of 
able-bodied young citizens numbered 
sometumes 1,000 a week. Some consider- 
able emigration is inevitable, and some—of 
adventurous and enterprising souls who 
crave a larger scope than Ireland offers—is 
desirable. The present excessive emigra- 
tion, however, is almost wholly drawn 
from that rural population which has 
least cause to leave our shores, and 
has least equipment to face competitive 
life overseas. We are sending abroad, 
not pioneers and nation-builders, but un- 
educated brawn and musclé that finds 
only unskilled and servile occupation. The 
cause is partly economic and partly 
spiritual. Economic depression produces 
listlessness and unrest, and these in turn 
check economic revival. The vicious circle 
can be broken only by enterprise and 
faith. We have said many times that, if 
the ruins of Sackville street, now five 
years old, were cleared and if rebuilding 
were set in progress, the very spectacle 
would regenerate prosperity in Dublin.

The Reverend D. H. Hall, to whose 
energy in promoting public utility build- 
ing schemes many an artisan’s family owes 
a happy home, has shown the practical 
way in which the Churches could strike 
at the social evils which they verbally 
deplore. Emigration in some measure 
would be arrested, and the founding of 
Christian families would be promoted, if 
those who quite naturally object to the 
opening of a greyhound racing course in 
@ Dublin suburb would apply their 
resources in Mr. Hall’s fashion to the 
building of houses upon the vacant land.

The audience extends for miles, and the 
conductor stands on the roof of a house, 
conducting with flags. The limitations 
of ordinary instruments for the produc- 
tion of bigger and better music at once 
were apparent, but this difficulty has 
been surmounted by other means, Sirens, 
steam engines, firearms and artillery 
have been employed in the new world 
symphony. Happily the ideal of equality 
suffers no injury, because mechanical 
hooters can be trusted—if the supervising 
engineer knows his business—to produce 
uniformity of sound. These refinements 
must commend themselves to emancipated 
people more than the imperialistic tradi- 
tion implied in such words as—

When the curtain went up last night for 
the first production of Mr. T. C. Murray’s 
"The Pipe in the Fields ' there was no spare 
sitting nor standing room in the Abbey 
‘Theatre. For forty-five minutes the audience 
sat enthralled—at times awed—bya play that 
sets the seal on the already established re- 
putation of a notable dramatist. A quickening of 
the heart-beats, a catching at the throat, a 
feeling of pleasure that the world is very 
good—all that, and some indefinable more, 
was what the people experienced. 

If called upon to put the play into one 
sentence one might say that it is the 
triumph of the spiritual over the materia! in 
man, It is no new theme, but the author 
works it out convincingly in the lives of the 
ordinary country folk of our own land. It 
all happens in the kitchen of a Munster farm- 
house, and there is not a word in the dia- 
logue nor a thought expressed that is not true 
to the country life that Mr. Murray can put 
on the stage so well, because he knows it—is 
soaked in it. 


One’ fine day a tramp, hungry, and with 
the dust of the road thick upon him—''a 
entle-spoken old man, and very pale ’’—was 
ospitably received by. Martin Keville and 
his wife. He played the fife, and their 
son, Peter, became like one enchanted. The 
stranger on his departure left the fife with 
the boy, and from that moment Peter was 
not himself as he used to be. When he put 
his lips to the instrument music came to him ; 
he played out in the fields at night; he saw 
visions as the enchanting notes floated 
through the little pine wood. ‘‘ When I 
breathed into that fife,” he said to Father 
Moore, “and the lovely notes came out, a 
light, like a clean wind, came rushing into 
my soul. I see things, and I playing the 
fife out there in the fields, that no eyes have 
ever seen. 

The change in her boy has perturbed 
greatly the mind of his mother, who dreads 
the repute among the neighbours that one of 
hers is not right in the head.

We had the 
maternal solicitude of Miss Crowe, the material 
and the eplendid work of Mr. Carolan, always 
sure of himself in giving a Martin Keville, 
in whose being is some of the spiritual that 
the music of the magic fife has awakened 
in the soul of his son. Mr. McCormick's Peter 
was an achievement even for him, who has 
portrayed well on the Abbey stage almost 
everything that comes to a versatile actor in 
ar company: It was good to watch 
the rapid change of emotions, shown delicately 
by facial expression and the subtlest of move- 
ments of the hands, when he finds that the 
beloved instrument has not been lost for ever.

A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


“BEN HUR” AT THE CAPITOL. | 


So often, in connection with the business of 
film production, has one heard this film or 
that proclaimed as the ' greatest yet pro- 
duced,” that one has come to gloss over this 
entle art of exaggerations associated with 
the screen. Much in that spirit one went to 
the Capitol Theatre, Dublin, yesterday aíter- 
noon, but having seen the presentation of 
“Ben Hur’’ as produced by the Metro 
Goldwyn Mayer Corporation, one can say 
honestly that here, at any rate, is a film 
which has lived up to all that has been said 
of it. It was easy to understand what an 
attraction the film could have for the public. 
Incidents crowd so thick on one another that 
detailed description is impossible. Une must 
advert only to some of the more outstanding 
of them. 

The story of “Ben Hur” has been pre- 
served with a wonderfully sure touch. In 
the most realistic fashion the screen repro- 
duces the atmosphere of the old City of Jeru- 
salem in the days immediately preceding the 
birth of Christ, There are the old buildings 
and streets, with their crowds gathering in 
comphance with the Roman edict for the pur- 
‘an of enforcing a population tax. In a few 

road flashes one gets an idea of the oppres- 
sion exercised by the Roman rulers. Onward 
we are taken following the “star,” until, with 
Mary and Joseph, we come to the stable of 
Bethlehem. The passage of the “star,” the 
journey of the Kings out of the East, and the 
adoration of the shepherds are exquisite in 
their devotional presentation. 


THE CHARIOT RACE. 


Then follow the scenes in the home life of 
the young Ben Hur, with the tragic circum- 
stance which leads to his arrest and banish- 
ment to the galleys. A fine piece of craft- 
manship is this. The picture of the con- 
ditions on the Roman galleyships was strik- 
ingly drawn, and if the story had endgd with 
the thrilling sea battle between the Romans 
and the sea pirates one would have said “It 
is well done.” But that is only an incident— 
a stepping-stone to further and greater thrills. 
Saved from the galleys, Ben Hur comes to 
Rome and wins honour in the athletic arena ; 
but the heart of the young Jew is with his 
own people, and he must go back to learn 
the fate of his mother and sister. He comes 
to Antioch, and here participates in a great 
chariot race which takes place in a huge circus. 
As a scene, this must be one of the most 
thrilling ever filmed. Without seeing for one’s 
self it is hard to picture the pulsating realism 
of the mad gallop round the arena of 
horses with their charioteers; 
the deadly rivalry of the drivers; and the 
wild scenes as chariots are overturned ond 
others drive right over them. How feelings 
were stirred was indicated by the outbursts 
of applause with which the spectators in the 
theatre marked the triumph of Ben Hur.

We regret to announce that Lord Carew, 
who underwent a serious operation on Satur- 
day last, ‘died last night in a London nursing 
home, aged 67 years.

Airship Headgaarters. 


Cardington, near Bedford, will be the 
headquarters of the two new airships, 
R100 and R101, now under construction 
at Howden, Yorks, and Cardington re- 
spectively; and arrangements are being 
made to provide a suitable shelter for 
them. It is proposed to remove the huge 
airship shed which at present stands at 
Pulham, Norfolk, to Cardington. When 
re-erected the shed will be enlarged to a 
total. length of over 800 feet. The cost 
of the new shed was provided for in last 
year’s air estimates, when the sum of 


£145,000 was allotted for that purpose.

as public spaces.

A CONSIDERABLE reduction in 
the price of electricity is pro- 
mised in the South-East of England 
as the result of the reorganisation 
scheme which is to be put into force 
by the Central Electricity Board, 
which was brought into existence 
for the provision of “ a cheap and 
abundant supply -.of electricity ”' 
throughout Great Britain.

THREE-FOLD INCREASE. 

The scheme contemplates the reduction 
of the number of generating stations from 
135 to 18, with an estimated saving of one 
and a half millions a year on generation, 
an eventual rediiction in the average price 
per unit from 2.2d. per unit to 1.5d. per 
unit, and a three-fold increase in the con- 
sumption of electricity by 1940. 


TRANSMISSION TOWERS. 

It has. been decided to retain fifteen 
huge power stations, including the two to 
be erected at Battersea and Chiswick for 
generating, and three further stations are 
in contemplation. The other smaller 
stations will be utilised as transforming 
and distributing centres, and be fed for 
that purpose from the main generating 
stations. They will be connected with 
high tension transmission lines, carried on 
steel latticed towers, somewhat on the lines 
of those which will be used in connection 
with the Shannon scheme. 


BIG SAVING OF COAL. 

Discussing the matter with a Press 
representative, Sir John Snel], Chairman 
of the Electricity Commissioners, said 
that one of the scientific results of the 
scheme from the concentration of genera- 
tion in fewer and more properly placed 
stations, would be a considerable reduc- 
tion in the quantity of coal used for the 
generation of any quantity of electricity 
under modern conditions, and so the 
pollution of tle atmosphere, especially in 
London, would be lessened. 

“-I can hold out to the public a reason- 
ably certain hope that there will be a con- 
siderable reduction in the price of 
electritity for both lighting and domestic 
purposes generally, in the days to come. 


CHEAPER ELECTRICITY. 

“ At present there is a great variation 
in prices in different parts of the area. 
Some authorities charge as much as ten- 
pence for lighting, and others are down to 
fourpence. In the course of time the 
variation will be reduced, and the price 
will more nearly approach the average 
figure. The cheapening of electricity and 
its greater use will also have a most im- 
portant bearing on the consumption of 
coal in domestic fires. In no part of the 
area will the price be increased as a 
result of the scheme.”’ 

The next area scheme will deal with 
Central England, followed by Lancashire 
and Yorkshire. |

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FAREWELL BANOUET 
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From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. _ 
LIMERICK, Monday. 

Major-General MacNeill, Irish Free 
State Defence Forces, who, with the other 
members of the Irish Military Mission to 
the United States, arrived at Queens- 
town aboard the Hamburg-Amerika liner 
Westphalia on Saturday night, is spending 
a few days’ leave in Limerick, prior to 
taking up duty again at General Head- 
quarters, Dublin. ! 

Interviewed by your correspondent to- 
day, Major-General MacNeill said that 
the officers of the Mission, during their 
fifteen months in America, had completed 
a course of training in the General Staff 
School at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas; the 
Infantry School at Fort Benning, 
Georgia; the Field Artillery Schools at 
Fortsill, Oklahoma, and the United States 
Tank School at Camp Meade, Maryland. 
Major-General MacNeill and Colonel 
Costello, who ranked as Colonel and 
Captain respectively during this period, 
were at Fort Leavenwortl, while their 
comrades were distributed among the 
other schools. All went through the usual 
course prescribed for United States Army 
officers, and, in addition to this general 
training, the Mission made tours of 
observation to the various Army camps’ 
headquarters throughout the States. 

Members of the Mission also were 
attached for duty with. American regi- 
ments and other organisations to enable 
them to gain practical experience. 

DUTY WITH U.S. REGIMENTS. 

Major-General MacNeill paid a very 
high tribute to the courtesy and hospi- 
tality of the officers of the United States 
Army and the American people in 
general. “The Army authorities,” he 
said, “afforded us every possible assist- 
ance, and did everything in their power 
to make our tour of duty both profitable 
and pleasant. Everywhere We feund an 
extraordinary interest manifested in 
Ireland, and there is no doubt about it 
that this country occupies more space in 
the American Press than any other small 
nation. Generally speaking, the American 
people realise that we are working out 
our own destiny, and are quite confident 
that we shall bo successful.” 

The party consisted of Major-General 
MacNeill, in command; Colonel Michael 
I. Costelloe, General Staff; Major Joseph 
Dunne, Adjutant-General’s Department ; 
Captain Patrick Berry, Quartermaster- 
General’s Department; Lieutenant Sean 
Collins Powell, Infantry; and Second 
Lieutenant Charles Trodden, Field 
Artillery. 

On the night before their departure from 
New York, the Hamburg-Amerika Line 
entertained the Mission and their Ameri- 
can friends to a farewell banquet on board 
the Westphalia. 


THE OBJECT OF THE MISSION. 

Although the fact was not mentioned to: 
our Limerick Correspondent by Major- 
General MacNeill, official information re- 
ceived at the General Headquarters of the 
Free State Defence Forces in Dublin 
before the departure of the Mission from 
America revealed the fact that all the 
officers had done well in their examina- 
tions—some of them brilliantly. One 
member of the Mission secured the highest 
marks in the school to which he was 
attached. It is stated unofficially that 
another Irish officer was offered a commis- 
sion in the United States Army. 

The purpose of the Mission was to gain 
an insight into the American system of 
Army organisation and methods of train- 
ing with a view of utilising the knowledge, 
where deemed desirable, in the reorganisa- 
tion of the Free State Defence Forces. 
During the few years of its existence the 
Free State Army has been reorganised 
several times, though the reorganisation 
might, in most cases, have been described 
more accurately as a re-shuffle. The 
Mission will submit its report to the 
Chief of Staff, and after it has been dis- 
cussed by the General Staff it will be 
submitted to the Executive Council, with 
recommendations. 

It was the idea originally to substitute 
a military college for the present system 
of training officers, by which it has been 
sought to compress a course which should 
cover at least twelve months into three 
months at the Army School of Instruction 
at the Curragh. It was suggested that the 
Hibernian Schools should house the 
College Staff and students, and that the 
officers of the Mission should act as in- 
structional officers, with Major-General 
MacNeill as head of the institution. ‘At 
the time of his departure, the Major- 
General occupied the position of Adjutant- 
General, but this has been filled since by 
another officer.

HUNDREDS OF ARRESTS IN 
PARIS.

PARIS, Monday. 

More than 450 foreigners have been 
arrested since January Ist for infractions 
of the law, which are properly followed 
by expulsion from France, and wholesale 
police raids are still continuing to reap 
nightly harvests. Of this number only 
150 have been taken to the French border 
and expelled, due to lack of money and 
men to accompany them, according to the 
statement of Deputy Michel Missoffe, who 
has interested himself particularly in the 
question. i 

More than 7,110 foreigners have been 
arrésted since January lst for various 
infractions, including the above 450 more 
serious ones. M. Missoffe estimates that 
by the end oí the year 10,000 will have 
been arrested. 

Explaining the recent police raids, M. 
Missoffe is quoted by. La Liberté as say- 
ing :—" Following the arrival of the 
American Legionaires, whom we were 
happy to entertain, no one can accuse us 
of lacking hospitality. But, on the other 
hand, we do not wish to be the dumping 
ground of undesirable foreigners. 

“When I say ‘undesirable,’ I mean, 
first of all, persons who have been con- 
victed of breaking the law of the land; 
and, secondly, those who do not obey the 
city and national regulations with regard 
to foreigners. The figures are proof 
enough that the raids which have been 
made, and are still being made, are justifi- 
able.”’

BLACKPOOL, Monday. 

The Communist and Left Wing element 
received their first blow soon after the 
Annual Conference of the Labour Party 
opened at Blackpool to-day. 

Under the rule that no question on 
which the Conference had given a declara- 
tion of policy or principle could be re 
opened within three years, all resolutions 
referring to the banning of the Communist 
Party and Communist delegates were 
omitted from this year’s agenda. There 
was an opportunity for, the Left Wing 
adherents to raise the issue on the Execu- 
tive’s report relating to the disafliliation 
of a number of local parties, as well as 
the Teachers’ Labour League, for failing to 
carry Gut the party policy, and this was 
utilised; but the challenge of the 
extremists quickly proved that they were 
in a hopeless minority, and the reference 
back of this section of the Executive's 
report was defeated by an overwhelming 
majority without a card vote. _ 


oe THE PROGRAMME. 

Resolutions on outstanding questions 
like unemployment, housing, local govern- 
ment, agriculture and reform of the House 
of Lords, brought forward by the Execu- 
tive, and which are to be discussed by 
the Conference, are intended to constitute 
the Labour Party's programme for the 
next election. 

A lively debate is anticipated on Friday 
morning on the new scheme to take the 
place of the unpopular capital levy, a 
surtax on unearned incomes over £500 a 
year derived from property and invest- 
ments. There are still some advocates 
of the capital levy in the party, as 
amendments show, and the Executive will 
probably be charged with want of courage 
in dropping it. 

On Wednesday a special resolution on 
the mining situation will be discussed. It 
has been drawn up by the Executive, in 
consultation with the Miners’ Federation. 
It is understood not to be drastic enough 
to satisfy some of the extremists on the 
Miners’ Executive, but it has the support 
of the Miners’ President, Mr. Herbert 
Smith, who is the official seconder, with 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald as the proposer. 
This resolution reaffirms in the: main the 
Labour scheme for the reorganisation of 
the industry, as laid before the Coal Com- 
mission. 

CHAIRMAN’S ADDRESS. 

There were nine hundred delegates 
present to-day; and they were welcomed 
by the Mayor of Blackpool. 

The Chairman, Mr. F. O. Roberts, said 
that Labour: faced the future with; con- 
fidence and hope, undismayed by its ex- 
periences and undeterred by its losses. 
How the movement on its industrial side 
was surmounting its own difficulties was 
made abundantly manifest at the recent 
Trades Unicn Congress at Edinburgh.

To-day, how- 
ever, the Labour movement—industrial 
and political—stood four square, not for 
disruption or destruction, but for broadly- 
based, comprehensive and constructive 
policies designed to raise the level of life, 
the status and power of the masses. 

The Labour movement must be master 
of its own household. It was not to be 
destroyed by enemeis within or without 
the gate, nor would it allow itself to be 
blindly led to disaster by the servants of 
reaction, whatever be its colour. He was 
convinced that the Conference would prove 
‘definitely that Labour. was marching 
forward, conscious of its growing strength 


enlarging opportunities which awaited it. 


“TORY RULE MUST END.” 

Mr. Roberts reviewed what he called

THE NEW PROVOST'S 
CAREER. 


Edward John Gwynn belongs to a 
notable: family’ of: Trinity College men. 
His father, the Rev. John Gwynn, D.D., 
was Regius Professor of Divinity in 
Dublin University, and, living to a fine 
old age, saw his sons well advanced in 
careers of distinction. 

Mr. Stephen Gwynn, .the eldest brother 
of the new Provost, is journalist, literary 
critic and exponent in many books of 
physical and historical aspects of Ireland, 
and was for a time a Nationalist member 
of the British Parliament and an early 
volunteer for military service in the Great 
War. A younger brother, the Rev. R. M. 


Mr. Edward John Gwynn, M.A., $.F.,T.C.D., 
the new Provost of Trinity College, Dublin, 


Gwynn, acted for a time as Warden of 
St. Columba’s College, Rathfarnham, and 
is University Professor of Hebrew .and 
Biblical Greek. Another is Major- 
General Charles William Gwynn, an 
Engineer officer, who has seen service in 
many parts of the world, and, acting as a 
boundary delimitation commissioner, has 
distinction. as a - geographer. “Their 
mother was a daughter of William Smith 
O’Brien. Lucius H. Gwynn, F.,T.C.D., 
who died in 1902, was a brilliant classical 
scholar and a not less brilliant sports- 
man. He was an international Rugby 
player, captain of the Dublin University 
‘cricket team, and played for Gentlemen 
against Players. 
FELLOW IN 1893. 

Edward John Gwynn, who was born in 
1868, went, like his brothers, to St. 
Columba’s College. In 1888 he was elected 
First Classical Scholar of Trinity College, 
and in the following year University 
Student and Senior Moderator, winning 
a large gold medal in Classics and a gold 
medal in Ethics and Logic. 

He was elected a Fellow of Trinity 
College in 1893. From 1899. to 1904 he 
was Todd Lecturer in Celtic Studies in 
the Royal Irish Academy, and in 1907 he 
became the first Lecturer in Celtic 
Languages in the University of Dublin, 

Mr. Gwynn was married in 1906 to 
Olive Mary Ponsonby, daughter of Colonel 
J. G. Ponsonby, and has three sons and 
two daughters. . 

On the recent death of Mr. G. L: Cathcart 
Mr. Gwynn became a Senior Fellow. .and 
Registrar. He has been a member of the 
University Council and a representative 
of the Board on the Divinity School 
Council, Vice-President of the College 
Classical Society, of the College Gaelic 
Society, and of ‘the University Modern 
Languages Society. 

From 1905 to 1915 Mr. Gwynn was a 
Commissioner of . National Education. 
Last year he received an honorary degree 
of the National University in recognition 
of his eminence in Celtic studies. 

CELTIC STUDIES. 

Mr. Gwynn is the first Provost of 
Trinity College whose special subject is 
the Irish language and literature. His 
name is known wherever Celtic studies are 
followed. He was one of the Governors of 
the School of Irish Learning from its 


tion with the Royal Irish Academy in 
1925. He has served for many years on 
the Council of the Royal Irish Academy, 
and has been Secretary -for Foreign 
Correspondence. He is Honorary Secretary 
of the Irish Studies Committee and 
general editor of the catalogue of Irish 
MSS. in the Academy’s collection, which 
is being prepared under his superintend- 
ence by various scholars. 

His publications in the sphere of Celtic 
studies have a recognised importance. 
Most noteworthy is his edition, with 
translation and, notes, of the Metrical 
Dindshenchas, legends of names and places 
in Ireland, and among the most difficult 
of Middle Irish tracts.

FACTS ABOUT THE 
“ FLAPPER ” VOTE. 

Commenting editorially upon the Conser- 
vative Conference which assembles at Cardiff 
this week 7'he Times observes :-—Of the. two 
main problems which the agenda might sug- 
gest to be still in debate the *‘ Flappers Vote ” 
—as it is called by its opponents—has been 
conceded by this time beyond all serious dis. 
pute. There is-no shadow of doubt that the 
omaa Government, are committed up to the 
uilt.to this new extension of the frauchise to 
women. However much their followers may 
deplore it, and we are all entitled to deplore 
their failure to give it any formal considera- 
tion and inguiry, there is nothing whatever 
to be gained at this stage by attempting to 
avoid or to explain away some very positive 
undertakings. Moreover, a conference of prac- 
tical politicians may well be reminded that, 
whatever this Government may or may not do, 
the two rival parties will certainly unite to 
extend the franchise at the earliest possible 
moment, and though the case for anticipatin 
Opponents 1s by not means always a soun 
one, in this instance, at all events, it is over- 
whelming. The Conservative party may fairly 
secure such credit as attaches to the termina- 
tion of a manifest anomaly. They can sectire 
nothing but discredit by declining to meet 
their obligations. 

As. for the House of Lords reform, that 
problem may reasonably be regarded as a 
more fluid topic of debate. No Minister, 
lgast cf all the Prime Minister, is yet com- 
mitted to a final solution. On the other 
hand, no final solution is required, or ‘can 
possibly be forthcoming, from Cardiff. What 
is really needed at this moment is a svs- 
tained effort to crystallise public opinion, 
in which Conservative opinion is one im- 
portant element, on the broad lines of a 
reform, of which every party recognises the 
necessity, sooner or later, and which no 
party can ever hope to achieve alone. And 
ere, at all events, the problems of the 
Lords and the ladies begin to coincide. 
With every fresh extension of the fran- 
chise, as the House. of Commons can claim 
more and more completely to represent the 
popular feeling of the moment, so does the 
manifest need for knowledge and adminis- 
trative experience and capacity for govern- 
ment grow more. and more insistent. These 
are qualiti@s which +> form of democratic 
election can ever hope to provide with cer- 
tainty for the highest service of the State. 
They are essentially such as must depend 
upon some system of individual choice. It 
is relatively a matter of detail, whether the 
power of nomination should be exercised by 
successive Governments up to a recognised 
limit or by the parties in the House of 
Commons in proportion to their fluctuating 
members.
